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Told Training Will Be Of 

Value To Boys In 

War Or Peace 



An Air Cadet squadron will be- 
sponsored in Newmarket by the 
Lions club, it was decided on 
Monday evening. 

The club made this decision 
after hearing from Douglas Boyd, 
secretary of the Air Cadet League 
of Canada, Flying Officer N. F. 
Adams and Rev. Henry Cotton, 
Newmarket, former air force 
padre, who offered to give any 
help required in carrying on the 
squadron, 

"A couple of evenings a week" 
in Air Cadet training will save a 
boy "six or eight months of train- 
ing" if he should join the R.C. 
A.F., Flying. Officer Adams said. 
The R.C.A.F. has taken over 
training and administration of the 
Air Cadets" said F.O. Adams. 
"Boys go to camp for a period of 
ten days at an air station." 

"I don't know any service club 
that does a better community job 
than this club, and yet I don't 
know anything more important 
than this that has ever come be- 
fore you," said Rev. Henry Cot- 
ton, who served as a flier in the 
great war in a plane, he said, 
that did only 55 miles an hour. 
"This war may collapse in six 
months or it may last six years," 
he said. "Our long-headed war 
leaders arc planning for a long 
war. 

•This Air Cadets training may 
save lives," said Mr. Cotton. "I 
tell boys who are going into the 
R.C.A.F. that they can't begin to 
study too soon or study too long. 
Their lives some day may de- 
pend on knowing the answer 
faster than the other fellow." 

'Today it is boys," said Mr. 
Boyd. 'Tomorrow it is men. We 
arc asked by the department of 
national defence to increase our 
strength from 22,000 to 35.000 in 
the next few months." 

The sponsoring organization 
would he asked to find a leader 
and accommodation, to enroll the 
boys and to finance the squadron. 
"It is an opportunity to assist 
the boys in a training that will 
be valuable to them if they go 
into the air force," said Mr. Boyd. 
"It is up to them. If they go into 
the air force, it is of their own 
free will. Or, if they do not go 
into the

FOUNDED AFTER LAST 
WAR, HELPS SOLDIERS 

A quarter of a century ago some 

Canadian soldiers who had lost 

their sight In the first world war 

came bsck to Canada. As a result, 

the Canadian National Institute 

for the Blind was founded, and, 

for the first time In Canadian 

history, there Is a dominion-wide 

organization devoted to the inter- 
ests of the adult blind, and to 
champion their cause. 

Now, 25 years later, a new 
generation of Canadian soldiers U 
in the world's battle-line. A few 
of them have already been blinded. 
It Is almost Inevitable that more 
will sutler the same misfortune. 
Two or three have already return- 
ed to Canada. One fs In Germany. 

In one respect, history does not 
repent Itself. When the first 
blinded soldiers came home In 
1016. they discovered that there 
was no organization in the domin- 
ion devoted to the welfare of the 






adult blind. The men who are - 

coming back now find that Cunadn I Iffl ft y is only 

has one of the finest institutions 

tor the care of the adult blind that 

there is anywhere In the world. 

This fact Is recognized by the 
dominion government, for the 
Canadian National Institute fot 
the Blind has been charged with 
the retraining and after-core of 
Canadian soldiers who lose their 
sight in the present war. This is 
attributed not only to the ef- 
ficiency of the organization, but to 
the public men and women who,

IS AT ARMY SCHOOL 



Capitalism is necessary to 
democracy and should not be 
allowed to fail, Reeve F. G. Gar- 
diner. K.C.. of Forest Hill village. 
told the Newmarket Lions club at 
the King George hotel *on Monday 
evening. President Frank Bowser 
was in the chair. 

"O u r sarcastic comments on 
Russia have changed to a com- 
plimentary nature." said Mr. Gar- 
diner, who was Introduced by 
Reeve Fred A. Lundy, Newmarket. 

"Russia started out as a social 
democracy," said Mr. Gardiner. 
"Do not let anybody sell you on 
the idea, of socialism, because no 
country has been able to establish 
socialism. Countries which attempt 
socialism fall into a dictatorship. 

"The Beveridge plan in Britain 
and the Marsh plan in Canada 
indicate that there are social 
changes going on. 

"Our system is one of capital- 
istic democracy. There is nothing 
fundamentally wrong with that 
system, it seems to me. It has its 
faults. There has been too much 
of a concentration of wealth i n 
some hands, but it would be a 
strange thing if industry and initi- 
ative were not rewarded. 

"It is not entirely a capitalistic 
system. The C.N.IL, Trans-Canada 
Airways, Ontario Hydro-Electric. 
Ontario liquor control board — 
there have been inroads on the 
system but it is still fundamentally 
a capitalistic system. 

"We haven't had this system 
always. It developed between the 
15th and 18th centuries. Change 
can take place without doing dam- 
age provided It Is not revolution- 
ary change. The previous system 
was the feudal system. Under the 
feudal system land-owners were 
all-powdrful. Under the capital- 
istic system wealthy financiers 
exercise control. It may be that 
the capitalistic system In that 
respect has not served the people 
In a broad way. In too many cases 
the financial control of the nation 
has crystallized In too few hands. 

The Russian revolution began 
with Kerensky, who believed that 
he had established a social demo- 
cracy, hut It lasted only a year. 
My point is that you can't have 
democracy except In a capitalistic 
state." 

With the speed of modern com- 
munications, revolutionary social 
change could take place in three 
months or a year, Mr. Gardiner 
said. 

In illustration of how times were 
changing. Mr. Gardiner compared 

first world war aviation with to- 
day's planes travelling 500 mites 
per hour at 35.000 feet, and todays 
restrictions on money-making with 
great war easy money opportuni- 
ties and "millionaires who fulfilled 
their obligations by buying five 
and a half percent tax-free bonds." 
Orthodox bankers and financiers 
couldn't solve the mass unemploy- 
ment problem which followed the 
192S debacle. Bald Mr. Gardiner. 
"Though New Dealers were des- 
pised by Republicans and capital- 
ists in the U.S., by 1937 the New 
Deal had created a prosperity 
which was reflected In Canada. 

"If Wc ever get Into a period of 
moss unemployment again, we may 
well see the end of- the capitalistic 
system, and with it democracy it- 
self will expire." 

Dr. W. C. Clark, deputy-minister 
of finance, Donald Gordon, choir- 
man of the wartime prices and 
trade board, and Graham Towers. 
governor of the Bank of Canada, 
exercise more power over our 
economic lives than the prime min- 
ister, the government and parlia- 
ment together, said Mr. Gardiner. 
"In the kindest way I say that Mr. 

a front for Dr. 
Clark," said Mr. Gardiner. 

"If wc arc going back to free 
enterprise we must never again 
have mass unemployment," said 
Mr. Gardiner. "We must never 
have the paradox of plenty, people 
staived while food Is destroyed. 

"I don't think that you can re- 
place industry and thrift, but un- 
lets you can get a more equitable 
distribution, bo that poverty and 
plenty no longer live side by side, 
there will be an end of the capital- 
istic .system. 

"We hove heard a lot about 
reconstruction, hut little has been 

done about It yet," said Mr. Gar- 
diner. "We have to see that thero 
arc jobs; for the soldiers when they 
return, public works of one kind 

or another. 

"O ur streamlined statisticians 
have accumulated experience that 
should enable thorn to tell the 
government when a condition of 
Inconsequential unemployment is 
likely to become mass unemploy- 
ment. 

"If wo can raise our budget from 
$600,000,000 in 1939 to five and a 
half billions this year, we should 
be able to accumulate a fund prob- 
ably In the neighborhood of a 
billion dollars. It should be col- 
lected now and held until the 
statisticians say a condition of 
mass unemployment Is approach- 
ing. 

"Ratepayers should not unduly 
criticize councillors If they accumu- 
late a mill or two this year or next 
to provide work after the woK" 

"So far tm t am concerned' In my 
political life In Newmarket I will 

try to build up a fund," President 

Bowser, a member of the town 
council, told Mr. Gardiner, In ex- 
pressing the club's appreciation 

to the speaker.

Off 4th Victory Loan Campaign In Newmarket 



Over 1,000 strong, a battalion 
from Newmarket basic training 
centre, under the command of 
Major W. H. Swayze, acting 
second-in-command, swung down 
Main St. to Water St. to raise the 
Union Jack and open the fourth 
Victory Loan campaign in New- 
market and district, at noon on 
Monday. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales and 
Major N. M. Young, V.D., com- 
manding officer, took a salute at 
the King George hotel. With 
Major Young were Major J. M. 
Easson and Capt. Eric Osborne. 

In charge of the companies 
were Capt. Gordon Crutcher, 
Capt. R. C. Clarkson, Major J. E.

I sometimes think that most of 

us, in spite of all our indignant 
denials, are isolationists at heart. 
No matter what may be told us 
by way of breaking through our 
protective optimism, no matter 
how often the reality of our long 
coast lines is brought before us, 

no matter how it is dinned into 
our ears that long-range bomb- 
ers are increasing their range, 
our sense of national security, so 
long unassailed, seems to be im- 
pervious to the possible threat of 
war finding us out, here at home. 

We so easily forget that part — 
a very vivid, strong and youth- 
ful part of our national life is 
elsewhere. Like ostriches, we 
bury our heads in the sands of 
optimistic sophistry and draw the 
brains of our understanding into 
some remote untouchable recess, 
as a turtle draws his head into 
shelter when danger threatens. 

We work for the war, some of 
us furiously; we give, . well, 
moderately, and we face reality 
even less so. I heard our prime 
minister tell how Canada has 
come to the forefront in war in- 
dustry, in supplying the needs of 
our allies, in training men to 
fight our cause — the cause of 
humanity — in every sort of war- 
fare, and on every front, and it 
seemed to me, as I listened, a sad 
commentary that he, or anyone 
else here or in the United States, 



should have to urge us to con- 
tribute to the Victory loan, and I 
thought too, that the task of the 
canvassers is not all sweetness 
and light. 

What gets me about people 
seeking money for a vital cause 

is that some people— not many 
I'm gtad to say— treat the can- 
vasser as if he or she were seek- 
ing money for their own ag- 
grandizement. A pleasant re- 
ception means a whole lot to any- 
one who seeks to help any good 
cause. I know— I've been" there!

The Nation Orders explain 
bow rationed commodities may 
t« acquired. Consumers may 
only acquire rationed commodi- 
ties by surrender of Coupons 
whether the good* arc paid fur 
in cash or whether they are 
exchanged for other goods. Any 
barter or exchange of rationed 
covtiioilittei is i'oiitidcred as a 
purchase.

(a) A certificate 0/ discharge from Ilis Majesty's Force* 
during this war; or (b) a rejection slip issued by ths

Hon Board; or (d) ' a postponement order certificate 
from tK* Registrar of a Mobilization Board; or (e) if 
born from tOOi to 1016 inclusive, statutory declaration 
on form available in employment office* that he is noM 
a "single person" under Mobilization Regulation*.

Constable John Mailabon of the 
Toronto police said he had been 
notified of the theft of the car on 
April 10 and at 3 o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning stopped the vehicle 
at the corner of Spadlna and 
Bloor Sts. in Toronto. The officer 
stated that Pte. Mychu had been 
driving the car and Pte. Charron 
and a young boy were riding In the 
front seat. He said that the youth 
told him that he had hitch-hiked 
a ride and did not Unow that the 
car was stolen. 

Questioned by Crown Attorney 
X. U Mathews. K.C., Dr. Urquhart 
testified that he had parked his 
car in front of his office in Aurora 
at about 1 p.m. on April 10 and 
when he went to use it about 9.30 
that evening it had disappeared. 
He said that he notified Constables 
Fisher Dunham and Alex. Fergu- 
son and on the following morning 
went to Toronto to identify the 
car. He said that no damage had 
been done to the vehicle other than 
that a tire had been changed and 
eight gallons of gasoline used up. 

Pte. Charron. who pleaded not 
guilty to the charge laid against 
him. told Magistrate Mcllveen that 
he had had a weekend pass from 
Camp Borden and had visited his 
aunt in Hamilton on April 10. 
having hitch-hiked, 
he left Hamilton 
morning and while 
the highway Pte.

He said that

him up. He said that there WAS a 
youth in the car at the time. He 
denied knowing the other defend- 
ant previously or being out with 
him. 

"You knew it was a doctor'.-; 
car?" questioned the crown. 

"I did not look at the license." 
replied the defendant. 

Questioned further by the crown. 
Pte. Charron admitted that he 
was in the same unit at Camp 
Borden as the other defendant but 
said that he was not acquainted 
with the latter. He said that ho 
had been at camp for about a 
month and a half whereas Pie. 
Mychu had been there about a 
week and a half. 

He admitted that he had been in 
trouble on two previous occasions. 

Summing up the case against 
Pte. Charron Mr. Mathews said 
that it was a question of whether 
his worship believed the defend- 
ant's story or disbelieved it. 

"I'll give you the benefit of the 
doubt this time." the magistrate 
told him. 

Eight cases of failing to have 
efficient brakes on their care.

Philip Murphy, Queensvilte, 
charged with having inefficient 
brakes on his car, pleaded not 
guilty to the charge. He told his 
worship that he had had his car 
serviced and the brakes relined 
two weeks previous and, as-far as 
he knew at the time he was 
stopped by Constable Watt, they 
were in good condition. He said 
that he had used the car very 
little since having it fixed. When 
he brought it back to the service 
station, after the police officer 
tested It, the mechanic found that 
a pin which held the rod control- 
ling the brakes had broken. He 

said that the car has since been 
fixed. 

Mr. Alexander, mechanic at the 
garage where the defendant had 
had his car looked over, corrobor v 
ated the defendant's story. 

Constable Watt told his worship 
that when he tested the brakes 
the hand-brake stopped the car in 
50 feet and the emergency brake 
in 70 feet. 

Magistrate" Mcllvecn lemanded 
Mr. Murphy for one week and 
asked him to have Constable Watt 
test the car in the meantime. 

"A man is worthy of his hire,"

Ten days before 
the end of the third month he 
again gave notice but left two days 
before the end of the month be- 
cause ho could not stand the abuse 
given by the defendant. He said 
that he had. not been paid for the 
Inst month that he hnd worked on 
the farm and estimated the 
amount owing him to be $53.1$. 

Mr. Bulger said that he had 
hired . Mr. Homewood at $55 a 
month, provided he remain for the 
year, but that If he stayed for the 
winter months only he was to got
